The Department, as
state lead agency for implementing Virginia’s early intervention system, has the statutory
authority to promulgate these Regulations under Virginia Code 8§ 2.2-5304 and 2011 Va.

The proposed Regulations are constitutional and do not
conflict with existing federal or state laws or regulations.
